3. The representative of the applicant company with 
an authority letter has appeared before me in all three 
cases on quite a few occasions . He asked for 
postponement for submission of certificates and a plan 
of operation ofmines in future . He has agreed that some 
of the above certificates are not produced along with 
the renewal applications and that the mines have been 
kept idle and were not operated ever since they were 
granted . In fact, he had no explanation to offer why the 
mining leases should not be declared as lapsed . In none 
of the cases there is a written submission /reply for the 
show..cause notices as mentioned above . It is amply 
clear, therefore , to me that the applicant is not really 
interested in carrying out the mining operations in these 
areas and wants to simply maintain the mines on its 
name for future exploitation at its convenience . The 
mining law does not provide for such an eventuality . I 
could have understood if some efforts were made in the 
past to mine the areas and the operations are temporarily 
stopped . Therefore , I am compelled to conclude that the 
applicant is not interested to proceed further in the 
matter. In fact, on the last occasion of the personal 
hearing on 17-8-2001, none of the representatives of the 
company have come before me even after signed 
intimation on previous hearing on 8-6-2001. I, therefore , 
pass the following order :
